FORMER MAYOR OF 
OGWR GAINS MBE 



BILL AND MAVIS BURT. 


BILL (William 
Henry) Burt, a for¬ 
mer Mayor of the 
borough of Ogwr, 
was awarded an 
MBE for services to 
education in the 
Bridgend area in 
the New Years 
Honours list. 

He was a governor of 
Ynysawdre school for 36 
years - 26 years as 
chairman. He also 
served for a number of 
years as a governor of 
both Brynmenyn 
Primary School and 
Archbishop McGrath 
School. 

On his retirement at 
the age of 88 from the 
chair of governors at 
Ynysawdre, the then 
headmaster Trevis 
Woodward paid Mr Burt 
the following tribute: 
“Bill’s contribution has 
impacted directly on the 
quality of education 
offered. He has touched 
the lives of many people 
in the borough, and has 
been an unpaid, faithful 
and loyal servant to his 
fellow citizens.” 

He represented the 
Ynysawdre ward as a 
Labour borough council¬ 
lor from 1973-1999. In 
1986 he was elected 
Mayor of the Borough of 
Ogwr. During his year in 
office, he raised funds 
for a new mammography 
scanner at the Princess 
of Wales hospital. He 
was also elected chair¬ 
man of leisure for sever¬ 
al of his years on the 
borough council. 

Bill represented the 
local Ynysawdre 
Community Council and 
only stepped down last 


March after 45 years’ 
service and five stints as 
chairman. 

He was one of five 
founder members of 
Ynysawdre Community 
Association formed in 
1977 and was chairman 
for 32 years, until his 
retirement last October. 

Bill has been married 
to his wife Mavis for 65 
years. He has two chil¬ 
dren, Adrian and Angela, 
who both attended 
Ynysawdre 

Comprehensive School, 
and has four grandchil¬ 
dren and four great 
grandchildren. 

When he was 16, Bill 
started his career with 
the Great Western 
Railway as an engine 
cleaner at Tondu - one 
of the biggest railway 
centres in south Wales at 
the time, employing 
hundreds of men. 

Eventually he became 
a fireman and then an 
engine driver. 

A member of ASLEF, 
the last 18 years before 
his retirement in 1984 
were spent on union 
activities - he held 
office in the trade union 
for 37 of his 46 years on 


the railway. He was a 
member of the western 
region sectional council 
for 17 years. 

He joined the Labour 
Party in 1947, following 
in the political footsteps 
of his mother, who was 
active in the Women’s 
Cooperative movement. 

In 1986 he was pre¬ 
sented with a certificate 
of merit for outstanding 
voluntary services to the 
Labour Party. 

In his youth, Mr Burt 
played rugby for Tondu 
and soccer for Coity. He 
has been a keen follower 
of Bridgend and Tondu 
rugby clubs and also 
Tondu Cricket Club. 

He thanked Mr Trevis 
Woodward and all teach¬ 
ers, office staff, pupils 
past and present and 
governors of Ynysawdre 
Comprehensive School, 
who, unknown to him 
had proposed him for the 
MBE award. 

He also thanked those 
who have who have sup¬ 
ported him over his 
years in office, not for¬ 
getting his wife Mavis 
for her support over the 
years. 


Father shone laser pen at police 
helicopter hunting a suspect... 


‘RANK AND COMPLETE 
STUPIDITY - court is told 


A Bridgend father 
of three shone a 
laser pen at a hover¬ 
ing police helicopter 
for 10 minutes, as 
officers hunted a 
suspect, a court 
heard last week. 

Adrian Blake’s 

‘prank’ was branded as 
“horrendously danger¬ 
ous” by a judge, who 
said it could have had 
“catastrophic conse¬ 
quences”. 

Blake was playing 
with the green laser at 
9.45pm in September last 
year, as the South Wales 
Police helicopter hov¬ 
ered at 1,500ft with four 
people on board. 


Cardiff Crown Court 
heard that Blake (31), 
targeted the force’s heli¬ 
copter in a “sustained 
attack”. 

Prosecutor Julian 
Greenwood said the pilot 
took evasive action to 
avoid being blinded as 
the green light bounced 
around the cockpit in 
“random, multiple 
bursts” and added: “The 
crew felt they were being 
deliberately targeted.” 

On-board cameras 
focused on Blake - and 
officers on the ground 
arrested him in his back 
garden, where he was 
still holding the pen. 

Blake told police he 
was trying to see how far 
the beam reached. 


Kevin Seal, mitigat¬ 
ing, told the court: “This 
was rank and complete 
stupidity by a man who 
should have known bet¬ 
ter.” 

Recorder of Cardiff 
Judge Nicholas Cooke 
QC said: “This was an 
act of incomprehensible 
selfishness. 

“You placed the lives 
of four people in that hel¬ 
icopter at risk and, as this 
was an urban area, also 
risked the lives of people 
on the ground.” 

Blake wept in the 
dock as the judge told 
him his family saved him 
from immediate jail. 

The judge added: 
“Your wife has written to

First, South Wales 
Police confirmed the 
death of a 23-year-old 
man in the Margam 
area of Port Talhot on 
January 1. 

He was reported to 
he James Forhes, of 
North Cornelly, and 
his body was found at 
Kenfig Industrial 


Estate. South Wales 
Police said that they 
were investigating the 
death on hehalf of the 
Neath Port Talhot 
Coroner and con¬ 
firmed there were no 
suspicious circum¬ 
stances. 

Later, police in 
Bridgend announced 
that they were investi¬ 
gating the sudden 
death of a young 
woman whose body 
was found in a house 
at Oxford Street, 


Pontycymer at about 
10.30pm on 
Wednesday, January 

6 . 

She was reported to 
be Lana Williams, 
aged 20, and the 
mother of a two-year- 
old child. 

A police spokesman 
said: 

“There are no sus¬ 
picious circumstances. 
The next of kin and 
HM coroner have 
been informed”. 
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damage her family life. 
You have three children 
all doing well at school. 
You’re the breadwinner 
and their futures would 
be blighted by me 
imprisoning you. 

“But for the rest of 
your life you need to 
know you could have left 
children just like your 
own fatherless.” 

Blake, of Bryncethin, 
Bridgend, admitting 
endangering the safety of 
an aircraft. 

He was given 26 
weeks in jail, suspended 
for two years, and 
ordered to carry out 300 
hours unpaid work. 

He will be tagged to 
obey an 8pm-6am cur¬ 
few for three months. 

Speaking after the 
case. South Wales Police 
air support unit Inspector 
Gary Smart said: 
“Shining a laser at an air¬ 
craft is extremely dan¬ 
gerous and puts lives at 


risk. We take this 
extremely seriously and 
will continue to take 
action to prosecute any¬ 
one carrying out this 
offence. 

“The camera fitted to 
the aircraft is capable of 
locating where the lasers 
come from and identify¬ 
ing who has shone them. 

“People might think 
this is just a harmless 
prank, but they must 
know this kind of behav¬ 
iour is extremely danger¬ 
ous and could have fatal 
consequences.” 

Insp Smart added: 
“Many of these laser 
lights have strong beams 
which can cause tempo¬ 
rary blindness or more 
permanent injuries, even 
from a great distance. 

“The pilot and crew’s 
vision can be impeded, 
putting their lives and the 
lives of people on the 
ground at risk,” he 
stressed.

Frustrating wait for 
lights to change 

I N response to the ‘Scrap the traffic 
lights’ letter in The GEM by DN 
Norman on December 31, I’ll admit 
that I rarely use the Waterton round¬ 
about at rush-hour times, but do use the 
A473 (B&Q) roundabout and experience 
similar frustrations. 

Eor some time, I have quietly ranted at the coun¬ 
cil for having traffic lights running 24 hours a day, 
when there seems to be no necessity. 

There is little more frustrating than to sit at a 
deserted roundabout waiting for the lights to 
change. 

Not only must this be costing us, the taxpayers, 
dearly in electricity and maintenance, but I have 
lost count of the number of times lights have had to 
be completely replaced after accidents. 

The depressingly brief time when the traffic 
lights were not in use at Waterton convinced me 
that they are not necessary 24/7; queues were very 
rarely anything like those experienced when they 
were working. 

I’m sure that as the traffic was flowing more nat¬ 
urally, it caused fewer problems at other junctions; 
traffic moved as a steady stream, not in clusters of 
cars. 

Even the opening of Dunelm Mill on the round¬ 
about did not cause ‘traffic chaos’; vindication if 
ever it was needed. 

Are we truly powerless to change (or at least 
debate) this relentless spread of traffic control?

Bringing back 
‘cruel sport’ is 
not an option 

R ecent media reports of the level 
of support for traditional hunting 
have painted a somewhat confus¬ 
ing picture. 

On one hand, we are being told that hunting is 
more popular than ever, while on the other, we are 
being told the Hunting Act must be repealed. 

If the Hunting Act 2004, which took the cruelty 
out of hunting by making it a crime to set dogs onto 
wild mammals for sport, has resulted in increased 
popularity, then why repeal the legislation? 

The truth is that sadly, some in the hunting fra¬ 
ternity do not accept the change to cruelty-free 
hunting and want to turn the clocks back to the cru¬ 
elty and barbarism of the past by repealing the Act. 

The European Court of Human Rights recently 
rejected a claim backed by the Countryside Alliance 
that the ban infringed an individual’s human rights. 

This ruling agreed with the UK High Court find¬ 
ing, “that hunting with dogs was cruel and the bans 
(In England, Wales and Scotland) were justified, as 
they aimed at preventing disorder, protecting health 
and morals, and the rights and freedoms of others”. 

With more than 130 now having been convicted 
for breaches of the Hunting Act, surely it is high 
time the minority who enjoy chasing and killing 
wild animals for sport accepted that repealing a law 
which would bring back their cruel sport is simply 
not an option? 

The only option is to Keep Cruelty History.

DEAD GIRL DRIVEN TO POLICE STATION 


Porthcawl man ^flew into 
jealous rage’ and then 
murdered lover - court told 


Porthcawl man 
is arrested for 
carrying samurai 
sword in street 


A MARRIED man 
from Porthcawl 
murdered his lover 
less then half his 
age, when she 
ditched him and 
started seeing some¬ 
one younger, 

Cardiff Crown 
Court has heard. 

Father-of-two Philip 
Packer (50) left his wife 


during a two-year affair 
with “attractive and 
intelligent” Jenna 
Thomas (21). 

But the court heard 
how jealous Packer flew 
into a rage after she left 
him and he discovered 
that she had started see¬ 
ing a young man in his 
twenties. 

Porthcawl nightclub 
worker Packer allegedly 


strangled Jenna in his 
Volkswagen Bora car 
after “arguing all day” 
over their doomed love 
affair. 

The court heard 
Packer then drove 
Jenna’s lifeless body to 
a police station to say: 
“I've parked my car out¬ 
side and there is a body 
in it.”

Griffiths QC said: 
“Officers went out of 
their station and saw the 
body of a young woman 
in the front seat with a 
blue sheet over it. 

“Back inside the 
police station, Packer 
said: ‘We have argued 
and argued all day and I 
strangled her.’” 

The court heard he 
demonstrated with his 
hands how he had done 
it - but said he did not 
mean to kill her. 

Cardiff Crown Court 
heard bright Jenna left 
school with 11 GCSEs 
to start a career as a stu¬ 
dent nurse - but she sud¬ 
denly quit, to work as a 
barmaid at a club in 
Porthcawl, where mar¬ 
ried man Packer was a 
doorman. 

Mr Griffiths said: 
“She was an attractive, 
intelligent, confident, 
fun-loving girl. 

“At the nightclub, 
they got to know each 
other and, to many peo¬ 
ple's surprise, because 
of the 28-year age dif¬ 
ference, they began a 
relationship - they 
became an item. 

“Jenna was then 19 
and Packer was 47. Not 
surprisingly, her parents 
disapproved of their 
relationship. 

“Packer’s marriage 
broke up and Jenna and 
he then began living 
together in a flat on the 


seafront esplanade.” 

In 2008, there was 
“gradual deterioration” 
in the relationship, with 
Packer becoming “more 
controlling” of behav¬ 
iour. 

Mr Griffiths said: 
“She moved back into 
her family home in May 
2009 - but, in Packer’s 
mind, he refused to 
move on. 

“He would not accept 
the finality of the break¬ 
up. 

“He would not let her 
go. Packer was extreme¬ 
ly jealous of any hint of 
a new man in her life.” 

The court heard that 
Jenna met a new man, 
Ian Walters, who was 
the same age. 

The murder trial was 
told that Packer con¬ 
fronted her about seeing 
him. 

Mr Griffiths said: 
“Packer deliberately 
strangled Jenna because 
of her refusal to restart 
their relationship, and 
because she wanted to 
get on with her new life 
and her new relation¬ 
ship.” 

Father-of-two Packer, 
of Porthcawl, denies the 
murder of Jenna, who 
lived with her family in 
the nearby village of 
North Cornelly.

police for help. 

Prosecutor John 

Lloyd said that Private 
Glendinning was 

alarmed when David 
said... “I'm going to get 
them”. 

Mr Lloyd said: “Mr 
Glendinning tried to 
calm David down, but 
David started to walk 
towards where they had 
come from, so Mr 
Glendinning flagged 
down a passing police 
car.” 

Cardiff Crown Court 
was told last week that 
David was arrested 
instantly and told offi¬ 
cers he was upset 
because the men had 
insulted his dead broth¬ 
er. 

Peter Davies, 

defending said: 

“No harm was done 
and what might have 


happened we can only 
speculate.” 

Shop worker David 
admitted two charges of 
carrying an offensive 
weapon in a public 
place in Porthcawl. 

The Judge, Recorder 
Andrew Keyser QC, 
said: 

“Your friend hailed 
that police car for your 
own sake, as much as 
anyone else’s. 

“But for the excep¬ 
tional circumstances, 
you would be serving 
an immediate custodial 
sentence.” 

David, who gave a 
Porthcawl address, was 
given a 10-month sus¬ 
pended sentence and 
ordered to do 150 hours 
unpaid work.

Help on the way to 
beat the cold - MP 

BRIDGEND MP Madeleine Moon has 
urged vulnerable families in Bridgend not 
to worry about turning up the heat “as the 
Government pays out millions in cold 
weather payments to the elderly and those 
on certain benefits”. 

She said: “Around £200 million in payments has 
been racked up so far this winter, with just over £70 
million of this over the cold New Year’s weekend. 

“As the cold weather continues, I don’t want vul¬ 
nerable people to be afraid to keep the heating on. I 
especially want the elderly to know that extra help is 
on the way. 

“There are two ways we are helping this winter - 
with winter fuel payments of £250 or £400 for the 
over-80s, and 60,200 people in our area getting the 
increased cold weather payments of £25. The pay¬ 
ments are automatic so everyone entitled will get 
them. 

“As well as the cold weather payments, over 12.3 
million older people will benefit from winter fuel 
payments, totalling about £2.7bn,” the MP conclud¬ 
ed.

FOR a lifelong 
motorbike enthusi¬ 
ast such as Dave 
Curl, of North 
Cornelly, there can 
be few more seduc¬ 
tive ideas than the 
notion of setting 
out to ride across 
America on Route 
66 . 

As the song goes, it 
does “wind from 
Chicago to LA, more 
than 2,000 miles along 
the way”. In fact, 
according to Dave’s 
mileometer, it totals, 
2,720! 

Add to that the list of 
evocative towns along 
the road, from St Louis 
to Oklahoma City, and 
from Gallup (New 
Mexico) to San 
Bemadino. 

Not forgetting, of 
course, Amarillo of Tony 
Christie fame, 
Albuquerque from ‘By 
the Time I get to 
Phoenix’. and Winslow, 
Arizona (ask any 
Eagles’ fan!)

Bridgend school 
performances are 
below the national 


average for Wales

SCHOOL perform¬ 
ance in Bridgend is 
below the Welsh 
average at two of 
the key stages, but 
stands at the aver¬ 
age in one and just 
above it in another. 

A report on this 
mixed picture of pupils’ 
attainments was present¬ 
ed to this week’s cabinet 
meeting of Bridgend 
County Borough 

Council (BCBC). 

The figures relate to 
the school year 2008-09 
and the report stated that 
at Key Stage One (age 
up to seven), Bridgend 
schools were at the 
Welsh average. 

They were slightly 
above the average at 
Key Stage 2, which is up 
to age 11. 

But they were below 
the Welsh average by 
between two and four 
percentage points at Key 
Stage 3, up to age 14, 
and also at Key Stage 4, 
up to age 16. 

But the results have to 
be considered in the 
context of the socio-eco¬ 
nomic profile of the 
county borough. 

The percentage of 
pupils in Bridgend who 
qualify for free school 
meals, which is com¬ 
monly used as an indica¬ 
tor of disadvantage, is 
slightly higher than the 
Welsh average. 

Wales abandoned the 
SAT tests several years 
ago and the results are 
based on teacher assess¬ 
ments of pupils. 

Analysing the fig¬ 
ures, the report states 
that performance across 
the education authority 
has fallen slightly in 
English and maths at 
KSl over the past five 
years, but remains in 
line with national per¬ 
formance. 

The figures appear to 
have reached a plateau, 
with more than four 


fifths of pupils achiev¬ 
ing the required stan¬ 
dard. 

Pupils who are taught 
in Welsh as a first lan¬ 
guage have done better - 
with performances 
steadily improving over 
the years and the 2009 
performance was above 
the Welsh average. 

There was also a gen¬ 
der gap between boys 
and girls attainments of 
just under 10 percentage 
points - and this remains 
broadly consistent at 
each key stage. 

The girls are out per¬ 
forming the boys at 
every age. 

KS2 saw performanc¬ 
es better than the Welsh 
average, with improve¬ 
ments in every subject 
apart from English, 
which stayed the same. 

Boys continue to do 
worse than girls at this 
key stage, with differ¬ 
ences in literacy being 
the main factor. 

The authority has 
introduced a Basic Skills 
Strategy, intended to 
raise standards of litera¬ 
cy among boys. Schools 
are encouraged to use a 
variety of approaches to 
learning, including those 
often preferred by boys. 

As at KSl, attainment 
in writing English and 
Welsh is significantly 
lower than in reading, 
speaking and listening. 

The report states that 
KS3 attainment was the 
most disappointing fea¬ 
ture of performance in 
the authority’s schools 
in 2009. 

Attainment in each of 
the core subjects was 
below the average for 
Wales by two and three 
percentage points. 
Bridgend’s attainment at 
this level has remained 
static over the past five 
years, while perform¬ 


ances elsewhere m 
Wales have improved 
slightly over the same 
period. 

Although a lot of 
work has been done to 
improve GCSE results 
in science, there is still a 
weakness in the scientif¬ 
ic enquiry attainment 
target. 

At KS4, which is 
GCSE, there was an 
increase in the number 
of pupils attaining five 
GCSE passes at grades 
A* to C by three percent 
to 59.5 - just 1.1 per 
cent below the Welsh 
average. 

The number of chil¬ 
dren getting five passes 
at grades A* to G stands 
at the Welsh average. 

The number of chil¬ 
dren leaving full time 
education with no qual- 
fication remained at 0.9 
per cent - just 15 pupils 
- a figure that has 
halved since 2007. 

At GCSE, the author¬ 
ity found that the pro¬ 
portion of young people 
getting higher grade 
passes between A* and 
C in the core subjects 
was below the Welsh 
average by up to three 
per cent in each case. 

But the authority has 
found variations 

between performances 
in individual schools 
and also variations 
between subjects from 
school to school. 

There were bigger 
differences in results for 
maths and science than 
for English. 

The report highlights 
that the differences were 
greater than could be 
accounted for by socio¬ 
economic reasons, and 
the council advisory 
service 

ESIS is now working 
with schools to identify 
subject areas that 
require improvement 
and to define the steps 
that need to be taken in 
those subjects. 
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ver the next few weeks Christ

- Welsh Assembly tells council 


THE Welsh 

Assembly has 
refused to allow 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council to 
demolish the old 
Harlequin building 
in Hillsboro Place 
car park, 

Porthcawl. 

The council had 
applied for consent to the 
Assembly, as the build¬ 
ing is located within a 
conservation area. 

The council said it 
wished to improve and 
expand the car park by 
demolishing the build¬ 
ing, which for many 
years housed Harlequin 
Antiques. 

The application was 
dealt with by Hannah 
Beck, decisions manager 
in the planning division 
at the Assembly, and has 
been endorsed by 
Environment Minister 
Jane Davidson. 

In her letter of deci¬ 
sion sent to the council, 
Ms Beck said that she 
was required to have 
special regard for the 
desirability of preserving 
the building or its set¬ 
ting, or any features of 
special architectural or 
historic interest it pos¬ 
sesses. 

There is a general pre¬ 
sumption in favour of 
retaining buildings 
which make a positive 
contribution to the char¬ 


acter or appearance of a 
conservation area. 

Although it is not a 
listed building, because 
it is in a conservation 
area, it should be viewed 
against the same broad 
criteria as if it were list¬ 
ed. 

Consent for demoli¬ 
tion should not be given, 
unless there are accept¬ 
able and detailed plans 
for redevelopment. The 
merits of this develop¬ 
ment need to be consid¬ 
ered. 

Cadw’s senior conser¬ 
vation surveyor inspect¬ 
ed the building and his 
report stated: ''The 
unusual, individual and 
peculiar-looking build¬ 
ing does make a positive 
contribution to the char¬ 
acter and appearance of 
the conservation area. 

"The fabric of the for¬ 
mer Harlequin Antiques 
building is currently in a 
dilapidated condition, 
due to lack of mainte¬ 
nance and is in a state of 
disrepair: 

"Even so, it does 
make a positive contri¬ 
bution to the character 
of the conservation area 
and its surroundings 
with its unusual appear¬ 
ance." 

The surveyor said that 
the council’s application 
was lacking in informa¬ 
tion and did not comply 
with the requirements of 
a Welsh Office circular 
concerned with demoli¬ 


tion in conservation 
areas. 

The council has stated 
that demolishing the 
building will allow six 
extra car parking spaces 
to be provided and it 
argues that this is a more 
viable use of the site than 
repairing the building in 
view of the expense and 
the absence of a ready 
market for selling or 
renting. 

Cadw argued that the 
council plans “did not 
stack up” and do not 
“appear to have been 
thought through” with no 
alternative re-use of the 
building having been 
considered. 

Cadw says that there 
are no detailed plans to 
show how this part of the 
Conservation Area is to 
be redeveloped by either 
preserving or enhancing 
it or its surroundings if 
the building was demol¬ 
ished. 

Cadw says that 
although the applicant 
believes that a vacant 
site would be preferable 
to the empty dilapidated 
building currently there, 
their arguments are not 
convincing enough and 
do not comply with the 
guidance. 

The surveyor urged 
the assembly to refuse 
the application. 

Ms Beck found noth¬ 
ing that would lead her 
to disagree with Cadw 
and with their surveyor’s

IT was all hands on 
deck at Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council as heavy 
snow again hit the 
borough on 

Tuesday night. 

The council deployed 
10 gritters, six JCBs and 
25 handgangs compris¬ 
ing more than 100 work¬ 
ers to tackle the need for 
snow clearance and grit¬ 
ting. 

The handgangs were 
deployed to town cen¬ 
tres and also steep 
approaches to clear 
snow and then grit. 

Yesterday morning 
Wednesday), the only 
roads in the borough that 
were closed were the 
Bwlch mountain road at 
Nantymoel, which has 
been closed for well 
over a week, and also 
Neath Road in Maesteg, 
which is the main road 
leading from the town to 


Bryn, Port Talbot and 
Neath. 

A council spokesman 
said that the majority of 
main roads were pass¬ 
able with care, although 
parked cars have hin¬ 
dered the passage of 
snow ploughs along 
some routes. 

Side roads remained 
impassable in many 
cases and many resi¬ 
dents decided to stay at 
home, with traffic along 
main roads being much 
lighter than normal. 

The council has been 
working around the 
clock during the recent 
severe weather to keep 
roads open, and also to 
provide essential servic¬ 
es to residents. 

The council had a 
stockpile of 3,500 
tonnes of salt at the start 
of the winter, but the 
unprecedented weather 


since just before 
Christmas means that, as 
of Tuesday, just 400 
tonnes remained 
although this was better 
than at many other coun¬ 
cils which have been 
down to less then 100 
tonnes in some cases. 

Bridgend has ordered 
3,000 more tonnes, but 
the government is now 
controlling the supply 
chain and is giving sup¬ 
plies to councils that 
have run out. 

A council spokesman 
said that the council was 
conserving its supplies, 
to ensure that it was able 
to keep the main high¬ 
way network open. 

While the council had 
responded to residents’ 
requests to salt side 
streets wherever possi¬ 
ble, it would be unable 
to do so again until they 
get fresh supplies of salt. 


Most schools were 
closed on Wednesday 
and special arrange¬ 
ments were made for 
those children sitting 
exams this week. 

In some cases, alter¬ 
native venues were set 
up if children were 
unable to reach their 
schools. These arrange¬ 
ments also apply to 
pupils at Ysgol Gyfun 
Llanhari. 

Refuse collection was 
cancelled on Wednesday 
because of the heavy 
snow and the position 
was due to be reviewed 
this morning 

(Thursday). Residents 
will be kept informed of 
what they should do. 

All the council’s 
home care and meals on 
wheels services have 
kept going normally 
throughout the cold snap 
and a spokesman said 
that no problems had 
been reported yesterday. 


Council unhappy over former 
leader’s refuse row comments

for independent and in- 
depth scrutiny of a 
Cabinet decision. On 
November 4, all mem¬ 
bers were advised of 
this. 

The position as por¬ 
trayed in The GEM was 
not correct. Regrettably, 
the question of ‘call in’ 
was given a prominence 
which was not justified. 

In addition, the article 
wrongly suggested that 
officers of the council 
have an unhealthy influ¬ 
ence over the political 
decision-making 
process. 

This is not true. The 
council has recently 
been judged by the 
Wales Audit Office and 
others as having good 
constitutional arrange¬ 
ments with a clear divi¬ 
sion of responsibilities 
between officers and 
elected members. 

GEM NOTE: 

The article con¬ 
cerned merely quoted 
comments made by Coun 
Cheryl Green. BCBC 
was, as is customary, 
given every opportunity 


to respond - and did so. 
For instance, in last 
week’s article is the fol¬ 
lowing paragraph: 

“...a BCBC 
spokesman said: 
“Members were all e- 
mailed the day after the 
November 3 cabinet 
meeting to inform them 
that the call-in period 
for cabinet decisions 
would expire on 
November 9 - and no 
call-in requests were 
received. ” 

BCBC was also given 
considerable space on 
page 1 and page 7 to 
put across its point of 
view, and the above 
paragraph relating to 
the call-in procedure 
was also repeated there. 

The press statement 
carried by The GEM 
today, therefore, means 
that it is the third time 
that BCBC has put its 
view across. 

There was no sugges¬ 
tion in the article that 
officers have an 
unhealthy influence over 
decision-making by the 
council.

‘Remove some roundabout 
traffic lights, but not all!’ 


I REFER to the 
correspondence 
in The GEM 
relating to traffic 
lights on round¬ 
abouts and should 
like to add my voice 
to the debate. 

Having lived in the 
area for just five years, I 
accept that I have had 


little experience of the 
roundabouts referred to 
without lights. However, 
it took only a few days 
to see the benefits of 
having no lights at the 
Waterton roundabout. 

Over the period their 
use was suspended, I 
experienced no problems 
of safety, everyone 
seemed to me to be 


using due care and atten¬ 
tion. 

I was reminded of 
those local authorities 
currently experimenting 
with streets free of all 
traffic signs and street 
furniture aimed at ‘safe¬ 
ty’ . Traffic flowed with¬ 
out tailbacks at all times 
of day. 

The council should 
examine its data and 
give serious considera¬ 
tion to benefits of 
removing these lights 
and others like them. 

That said, I have 
reservations about 
removing the lights 
where the B4265 
Ewenny Road crosses 
the A48. 

I presume these lights 
were introduced, not so 
much for safety but to 
allow traffic to cross/join 
the A48, which could 
hold the right of way for 
long periods. 

It may be they could 
be set to operate at peak 
times only; without 
them, I believe the traf¬ 
fic on the B4265 would 
have considerable diffi¬ 
culty getting onto the 
roundabout. 

Personally, I find the 
sequence and timing sat¬ 
isfactory. While there is 
delay waiting your turn, 
there is a commensurate 
time when it is your 
turn. 

The overall result is to 
even out the time taken 
to negotiate the junction.

Boverton flood 
meeting is held 


BOVERTON resi¬ 
dents held an infor¬ 
mal get-together 
with local AMs to 
put together the 
case for funding for 
flood relief. 

The meeting was held 
at the home of Colm 
O’Shea on Monday and 
was attended by Jane 
Hutt, AM for the Vale 
and Andrew RT Davies 
and Alun Cairns, regional 
AMs. Also present was 
Coun Dave Lane, who 
has convened a series of 
public meetings to dis¬ 
cuss flooding in the area, 
and Coun Gwyn John, 
who has also been a cam¬ 
paigner for the past 10 
years. 

The meeting heard 
that the National 
Assembly will be hold¬ 
ing a meeting on January 
22 to assess the bids 
received from councils 
for EU funding for flood 


relief. The Vale Council 
has submitted an applica¬ 
tion for money to provide 
a new culvert at 
Boverton and also for 
work to the Boverton 
Brook lower down at 
Ham Manor. 

All three AMs have 
attended meetings and 
visited these sites over 
recent months. 

Coun Lane said that 
figures were produced at 
the meeting from the 
Environment Agency, 
which seriously underes¬ 
timated the number of 
homes at risk of flooding 
in the area. It was agreed 
that the AMs would chal¬ 
lenge this information 
ahead of the meeting. 

Coun Lane will also 
call a public meeting at 
Llantwit Town Hall the 
week after the Assembly 
meeting to give residents 
an update on what took 
place. 

The date for this has 
not yet been finalised.

WITH a general 
election fast 

approaching, it

Ms Davies called on 
David Cameron to “clar¬ 
ify if he backs the DTC 
going ahead at St Athan, 
following the Ministry 
of Defence’s (MoD) 
decision to award 
Metrix a £29million 
contract to get the St 
Athan site ready for the 
start of construction 
work.” 

The ‘Early Works’ 
contract will, in effect, 
move the existing 
school of technical train¬ 
ing to a new site within 
the MoD St Athan com¬ 
plex. 

Ms Davies said: 
“This latest contract 
shows that this 
Government is

absolutely committed to 
St Athan and is putting 
its money where its 
mouth is. 

“Whenever he has 
been questioned about 
his position on the St 
Athan project, David 
Cameron has repeatedly 
failed to confirm

Government. 

“This contradicts 
Alun Cairns, the 
Conservative candidate 
in the Vale, who claims 
that the Tories support 
the project ‘in principle 
and in practice’.”

until after a general elec¬ 
tion. 

He said: “This further 
delay in the final deci¬ 
sion is bad news for the 
Vale, and for Wales. 

“When David 

Cameron was in Barry, 
he said that he wanted 
the decision taken as 
soon as possible to give 
the project certainty and 
to help create wealth 
during this deep reces¬ 
sion. 

“David Cameron is 
on the record as saying 
that everyone wants this 
to go ahead, is commit¬ 
ted to making this work 
and, of course, we 
expect it to demonstrate 
value for money.” 

Mr Cairns continued: 
“This prevarication is 
causing doubt. I have 
been working closely 
with Metrix and the 


Conservative defence 
team to be ready in the 
event of a change of 
government, doing all 
possible to make this 
project a realty for the 
Vale.” 

He was under¬ 
whelmed by the new 
£29 million contract, 
saying: “Naturally, I am 
pleased that the prelimi¬ 
nary works contract has 
been agreed but again, 
this has been delayed on 
several occasions and 
should have been agreed 
last year.” 

Plaid Cymru’s candi¬ 
date, Ian Johnson, had 
this to say: “The real 
story at St Athan is the 
disappointing loss of 
339 jobs at the base that 
were announced by the 
Labour Government 
before Christmas.”

The event is being

A spokesman said: 


“You can sum up what 
people know about 
epilepsy quite easily. 

“It’s a rare condition 
which means you can’t 
drive or go to night 
clubs or use a comput¬ 
er. Not life-threatening 
and you don’t know 
anyone with it. 

“Unfortunately, that 
is quite wrong!” 

He explained: 
“Epilepsy affects one 
out of every 131 of the 
general population, 
more than 23,000 peo¬ 
ple in Wales. At a sell¬ 
out Six-Nations Wales 
V England rugby inter¬ 
national at the 
Millennium Stadium, 


statistically 560 people 
will have epilepsy. 

“If you have noctur¬ 
nal, or sleep-time 
seizures, under certain 
criteria you can hold a 
driving licence. 

“Flashing lights are 
a problem for one spe¬ 
cific epileptic condi¬ 
tion, and with new 
computer screens they 
can pose little or no 
problem.” 

The Penarth meeting 
is in the Paget Rooms, 
at 10am - 4.30pm, on 
February 3. The 
Cowbridge meeting is 
in the Town Hall, also 
at 10am - 4.30pm, on 
February 10.

This is one Road 
worth travelling 


S INCE his 

intensely brood¬ 
ing perform¬ 
ance as Aragorn in 
The Lord of the 
Rings trilogy, Viggo 
Mortensen has done 
his best to avoid 
being pigeonholed as 
a blockbuster actor. 

There was the slight 
mis-step of Hidalgo, 
which traded on 
Mortensen’s ability to do 
rugged, but since then 
the actor has retreated to 
less mainstream, but far 
more satisfying work. 

Two team-ups with 
David Cronenberg yield¬ 
ed the superb A History 
of Violence and the solid 
Eastern Promises, while 
he also featured in works 
like Appaloosa, Good 
and Alatriste, and his 
latest sees him join up 
with Australian director 
John Hillcoat for an 
adaptation of Cormac 
McCarthy’s novel, The 
Road. 

Following an unseen 
disaster, the world has 
become nothing more 
than a ravaged land¬ 
scape, one which Man 
(Mortensen) and Boy 
(Kodi Smit-McPhee) 
must travail to make 
their way to the south, 
where they hope salva¬ 
tion awaits. 

But their journey is 
fraught with danger, as 
the members of a frac¬ 
tured and desperate soci¬ 
ety will do anything nec¬ 
essary to aid their own 
survival... 

Given the bleakness 
of the weather over the 
past week or so, The 
Road comes at a time 
when most of us feel as 
if we’re trudging 
through a world not so 
much decimated by a 
disaster as one decimat¬ 
ed by freezing condi¬ 
tions. 

But loose parallels 
aside, the arrival of The 
Road in cinemas certain¬ 
ly comes with more than 
an icy blast of bleakness, 
with Cormac 
McCarthy’s superb 
source novel transferred 
to the big screen with 
due care and attention, 
resulting in a despon¬ 
dently captivating piece 
of work that maintains 
your attention through¬ 
out.

with parched landscapes 
and desolate landscapes 
in his last film, The 
Proposition, which told 
of ruthlessness and 
familial bonds in late 
19th century Australia. 

These themes, and 
visuals, are a key com¬ 
ponent of transferring 
McCarthy’s prose into 
film, and Hillcoat does 
an excellent job of doing 
that. His visuals capture 
the austere state the 
world has fallen into, 
power pylons torn down, 
houses empty except for 
skeletons, the gangs that 
patrol to kill fellow 
humans in order to eat - 
all possible depravities 
are alluded to. 

He is also adept at 
capturing the fragile 
beauty in this world 
gone to seed, the shots 
of Man and Boy walking 
through the landscape 
showing a degree of 
restraint, maintaining the 
intimate feel of what is 
essentially a two-hander. 

The occasional use of 
voice-over does detract a 
little from what is on 
screen, adding little 
insight or relevance to 
things that the director 
does a good enough job 
of highlighting with a 
look or shot, but it is a 
superb job by Hillcoat 
who really gets inside 
the story. 

He is helped by Joe 
Penhall’s adapted 
screenplay, which high¬ 
lights the real story 
behind the disaster and 
the fight for survival, 
that of a father teaching 
his son how to survive 
for when he isn’t there 
any longer to protect 
him. 

By making this the 
crux of the story, it 
throws away the typical 
conceits of a survival 
film; here, you’re aware 
that probably there is no 
chance of salvation, that 
the world is irrevocably 
gone to pieces and you 
have only yourself to 
rely on. 

By laying the focus so 
heavily upon the rela¬ 
tionship of Man and 
Boy, it draws the story 
into something far more 
real and tangible, and far 
easier to relate to. 

The performances 
similarly do an excellent 
job of ensuring the focus 
lays on the parental rela¬ 
tionship, with both 
Viggo Mortensen and 
Kodi Smit-McPhee 
excelling in their roles. 

Mortensen has been 
on a roll lately, and it 
shows little sign of let¬ 
ting up here, capturing 
superbly the survive-at- 
all-costs mentality that 
threatens to rob him of 
his humanity. 

While the use of 
flashbacks go some way 
to establishing just why 
Man is so driven to sur¬ 
vival (and offer a degree 
of depth with a cameo 
by Charlize Theron as 
his wife), it is in the 
moments between father 
and son that the reason 
for his unerring desire to 
protect and teach come 
to the fore. 

Youngster Kodi Smit- 
McPhee offers a won¬ 
derful performance as a

youngster whose only 
knowledge of the world 
is that through which 
they walk, with small 
moments such as drink¬ 
ing a can of Coke or eat¬ 
ing tins of peaches exe¬ 
cuted with the right level 
of wonderment. Smit- 
McPhee plays the char¬ 
acter without any degree 
of wisdom or savvy, 
thoroughly befitting the 
nature of the character. 

With small but per¬ 
fectly-performed cameo 
turns from Theron and 
Robert Duvall as a simi¬ 
larly stricken survivor, 
The Road isn’t lacking 
in quality, yet it does 
suffer somewhat from a 
lack of pace. 

Hillcoat feels the need 
to keep the film almost 
episodic in nature, yet 
lacks the thrust to really 
keep the film going. 

The Road is certainly 
an absorbing watch, but 
one that does tend to 
drag in places - the per¬ 
formances and Hillcoat’s 
direction managing to 
compensate sufficiently 
enough for this to be a 
worthwhile viewing 
experience. 

VERDICT - This is 
certainly a Road worth 
travelling, as strong per¬ 
formances from both 
Viggo Mortensen and 
Kodi Smit-McPhee and 
wonderful direction from 
John Hillcoat bring 
Cormac McCarthy’s 
novel to life. 

Its slow pace may 
take some of the lustre 
from it, but The Road is 
an impressive, yet 
despairingly captivating, 
piece of work. 
Recommended.

Air accident inquiry says Kenfig 
pilots ‘did not see each other’ 


A detailed RAF 
inquiry into a plane 
crash over Kenfig 
Nature Reserve last 
February has con¬ 
cluded that it was a 
tragic accident - 
caused by neither 
pilot seeing the 
other. 

The report has firmly 
dismissed any sugges¬ 
tions that the planes 
were doing ‘aerobatics’ 

- and it has also said 
that the planes were not 
flying alongside each 
other so that passengers 
could wave to each 
other. 

Instead, the examin¬ 
ing panel says that a 
number of factors led to 
reduced visibility - and 
that the collision was 
pure chance. 

Air Cadets Katie-Jo 
Davies, 14, and Nikkita 
Marie Walters, 13, from 
Gilfach Goch, and their 
instructors, Flying Officer 
Andrew Marsh, 24, from 
Penarth, and Flying 
Officer Hylton Price, 63, 
who lived in Bridgend, 
all died in the crash. 

It was on Wednesday, 
February 11, that they set 
off from RAF St Athan 
for a 25-minute ‘experi¬ 
ence’ flight in Grob Tutor 
Aircraft. 

The picture painted by 
the examining panel is of 
two planes talang off from 
St Athan and flying west, 
about one mile apart. 
They were not in radio 
contact. 


Above Kenfig Nature 
Reserve, the lead plane 
began a long turn, possi¬ 
bly with a view to heading 
back to St Athan, or 
because it was doing a 
“look-out scan” - a 
manouevre designed to 
check where the second 
plane was. 

In fact, the inquiry says 
there is evidence that the 
second plane had been 
doing a similar lookout 
scan as well. 

It was during this turn, 
says the inquiry, that the 
two pilots failed to make 
visual contact. 

When the collision 
came, the second plane 
was maintaining a straight 
course, and the lead plane 
was still executing its 
turn. 

At the point of colli¬ 
sion, the lead plane was at 
an angle, with its right 
wing tip raised, and it was 
this wing tip that made 
contact with the other 
plane, just before its tail 
section. 

As a result, the second 
plane lost its tail section 
and went into a rapid 
descent. The inquiry sug¬ 
gests that, although the 
collision took place at an 
altitude of 2,600 feet, it 
was only 17 seconds 
before it hit the ground. 

The pilot ‘exited’ the 
plane 700 ft above ground 
but, as he apparently 
made no attempt to inflate 
his parachute, the inquiry 
believes that he was prob¬ 
ably unconscious when he 
was thrown out of the 
cockpit.

The ‘lead’ plane, hav¬ 
ing lost its right wing in 
the collision, spiralled to 
earth, and the inquiry esti¬ 
mated that it took 23 sec¬ 
onds before hitting the 
ground. 

The inquiry noted that 
the pilot had unclipped his 
safety harness, but had not 
attempted to eject. 

It is thought that he was 
probably making a vain 
attempt to release the har¬ 
ness of his passenger. 

The accident inquiry 
has gone into great detail, 
and commissioned com¬ 
puter simulations of the 


incident, and also asked 
experienced flyers to 
recreate the events in sim¬ 
ilar aircraft and in similar 
conditions. 

A whole range of fac¬ 
tors are mentioned, 
including the white colour 
of the planes, which may 
have been difficult to see 
against the background of 
distant cloud, and the fact 
that one plane may have 
been coming out of the 
sun. 

There was also discus¬ 
sion of whether one of the 
pilots had expected the 
other plane to be in a dif¬ 
ferent sector of his field of 
view, and therefore was 
concentrating too much 
on one sector. 


However, the main 
concentration appeared to 
be on the design of the 
cockpit on the Grob Tutor. 
Experts said that the 
canopy arch, spine and 
handle all contributed to 
cutting the field of view. 

The inquiry panel also 
noted that the pilot in the 
lead plane was wearing 
corrective flying specta¬ 
cles and that this, in con¬ 
junction with the canopy 
of the plane, could have 
created a blind spot in his 
field of vision. 

A total of 15 recom¬ 
mendations have been 
made by the inquiry 
panel, with many aspects 
of the current flying 
regime to be reviewed.

Emergency services 
battle hard to keep 
the Vale moving... 


ROAD conditions 
were treacherous 
yesterday 
(Wednesday) as 
vehicles across the 
Vale struggled to 
make journeys. 

A Vale police 
spokesman told The 
GEM: “On Ty Newydd 
hill in Barry, a bus 
bumped into a number of 
cars. 

“It came to a halt, and 
fortunately no-one was 
injured. 

“In Llysworney, a fuel 
tanker jack-knifed and 
there were traffic hold¬ 
ups from Sam in the 
morning. 

“The vehicle was 
removed by 9am, but 
traffic was unable to 
make the journey down 
the B4270 from Llantwit 
Major.” 

Police advised people 
to only venture onto the 
roads if it was absolutely 
necessary. 

The Welsh Ambulance 
Service said it was being 
selective about who it 
should transport, but was 
ensuring that high priori¬ 
ty patients still made hos¬ 
pital appointments. 

A spokesman said: 
“Due to the adverse 
weather, our patient 
transport service is only 
taking specially identi¬ 
fied patients, such as 
renal and cancer patients, 
to hospital clinic appoint¬ 
ments. 


“No other patients will 


be transported, unless it 
is at the specific request 
of a hospital due to the 
nature of the treatment 
which is needed.” 

The ambulance 
spokesman continued: 
“In addition, our health 
courier service is concen¬ 
trating on maintaining 
supplies at blood banks 
and hospitals, rather than 
transporting routine med¬ 
ical specimens from GP 
surgeries for analysis. 

“Because of the road 
conditions that everyone 
is experiencing as a 
result of the severe 
weather, there may be 
delays in emergency 


vehicles getting to 
patients, but we are 
working to limit the con¬ 
sequences of this. 

“As part of this, we are 
currently making use of 
4x4 support vehicles, 
which are more suited to 
the extreme conditions. 

“People do seem to be 
heeding the advice to 
only dial 999 in a real 
emergency, and that is 
also helping. 

“We continue to ask 
people to only contact 
999 if absolutely neces¬ 
sary and only in the event 
of a life threatening 
emergency.”

ence to their training. 

“After being forced to 
travel all the way to
